On Human Rights Issue 
Giscard Confronts Soviet Leader

East West 
tensions. They included: 
—Moderation

competition. 
—Respect

and basic liberties. 
—Non-interference 
in

— Recognition

the world. 
Giscard spoke after 
French 
newspapers criticized his gov­ 
ernment 
for 
overcompliance 
with strict 
security 
measures 
requested by the Soviets and 
for canceling television 
inter­ 
views Monday night with three 
East European dissidents. 
Brezhnev — making his first 


foreign trip in his new dual role 
as Soviet chief of state and 
Communist party chairman — 
did most af the talking Monday, 
when he vowed never to “raise 
the sword against anyone "

The B l probably would be a 
useful chip. According to CIA 
estimates reported some months 
back, 600,000 Soviet soldiers are

and 2,600 fighter planes (one-half 
of the Soviet fighter total). Some 
experts feel the Soviets would be 
willing to make substantial con­ 
cessions to avoid the strategic and 
financial burden of retooling their 
defenses to cope with the infinitely 
more effective B l.

Yet where would that leave us? 
The Russians are developing the 
new “Backfire” bomber, and if we 
don't build comparable B-ls how 
can the big-bomber component of 
the U.S. atomic weapons “triad” 
be effectively maintained with the 
metallic Methuselahs of our aging 
B-52 fleet? To fully remodel the B- 
52s would cost nearly as much ($18 
billion) as building the full new 
fleet of B ls ($25 billion).

Dry Growing Conditions 


Current dry conditions, in many areas 
of indiana are prompting a growing 
concern regarding potential damage lo 
agriculture and sporadic local shortages . 
of waler 


Several weeks ago, I activated a 
Drought Disaster Preparedness Com­ 
mittee lo begin planning ways to deal 
with drought problems if they emerge in 
Indiana Hie committee is a blend of 
stale, local and federal agencies with 
possible responsibilities if drought dif­ 
ficulties develop. The group will attempt 
to alleviate local water supply shortages 
and to help people who suffer severe 
financial losses if prolonged drought 
occurs 


At the present time, the committee is 
evaluating federal disaster assistance 
programs in an effort to identify under 
what circumstances regions of the stale 
or classes of waler user may qualify for 
federal help. 


My concern regarding water supply 
began taking shape more than two years 
ago as state officials undertook an in­ 
formal study of priority needs for our 
waler resource. These officials advised 
me that it appeared thai Indiana and 
much of the nation is undergoing a 
transition from an era in which our 


concern tor water resources related to 
flooding and drainage issues to an era in 
which water supply-related mailers 
would assume greater importance 
This appraisal caused the state ad 
ministration to alter its position with 
regard to water resource projects. We 
now believe that water supply is the 
priority for a reservoir project, with 
flood control and recreational benefits 
tanking 
and third. This changed 
attitude was reflected in our decisions to 
withdraw administration support from 
three planned reservoir projects which 
included no provision for water supply 
In my January address lo the General 
Assembly, I unreel (he legislators to 
undertake a tom prebend ve study of 
Indiana's water resources in order to 
evaluate supply, legal and management 
issues which touch upon water and the 
state policies which guide the utilization 
of tills natural resource 
A legislative committee now has been 
assigned the task. 


It is important that Indiana develop a 
sound water resources program for the 
future,
